Chief Flynn announced that 
most valuable information had been 
obtained in a mass of documents 
seized. About 75 per. cent of the 
prisoners were declared to be Rus- 
sians.

New Year's on High Seas 


New Yoik, Jan. 2.—Emma Gold-

That a nation-wide conspiracy ex- 


isted was first brought to light on 
April SO, when 17 dynamite bombs 
were found in the mails In the New 
Tork postofflc*. 


Th* bombs were addressed to many 


cabinet and government officials and 
prominent citizems, including: Attor- 
ney General Palmer. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson, United States Judge 
Jjandis of Chicago, Secretary of La- 
bor Wilson, John D. Rockefeller, J. 
P. Morgan, 17. S. Commissioner of 
Immigration Caminetti, W. M. Woods 
of Boston, Governor Sproul of Penn- 
sylvania, John L. Burnett, chairman 
of the House Immigration committee; 
and W. J. Shaffer, attorney general 
of Pennsylvania. 


On the Right of June 2, the coun- 


try was again startled by the most 
daring bomb outrage in the history 
of the nation, when the home of At- 
torney General Palmer in WaWshlng- 
ton was wrecked and infernal ma- 
chines were exploded, damaging the 
homes of public officials and prom- 
nent business men.
